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MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND BROADCASTING 

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 24th October 1960 

G.8.R. 1250.—In exercise of the power* conferred by section X of the News¬ 
paper (Price and Page) Act. 1956 (45 of 1956), the Cential Government, after 
consultation with the associations of publishers and the publishers likely to be 
affected, hereby makes the following Order, namely: — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Daily Newspaper (Price and Page) 

Order, 1960. 1 

(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 

Kahmir. ! 

(3) It shall come Into fo ce on the l?.th day of December, 1960. 

2. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “quarter", in relation to a year, means a period of three months 

beginning with January, April, July or October; 

(b) “Schedule" means the Schedule appended to this Order; 

(c) “wfek” means a period of seven consecutive days beginning with a 

Monday; 

(d) “weekly edition”, in relation to a daily newspaper, means an edition 

thereof i sued once every week on a specified day. whether or not 
such edition appears under the rame title as that of the dally news¬ 
paper or the price charged therefor is different from that charged on 
other days. 

3. Where the prhe charged for a daffy newspaper is any of the prices specifi¬ 
ed in column 1 of Par I of the Schedule, the number of page^ of all the issues 
of that newspaper published during six days in a week shall not exceed the 
maximum number of pages shown against that price In that Part. 

4. Whem the price charged fo- the weekly edition of a daily newspaper Is 
any of the prices specified in column 1 of Fart II of the Schedule, the numbe- of 
page's of that edi ion shall not exceed the maximum number of pages shown 
against that price in that Part. 

5. The to al numbs’- of pages of all the issues of a daily newspaper published 
during a week shall not,— 

(a) in the cas" of a newsoapm publi-hed on seven days in a week, exceed 

the maximum number of paces assigned to such newspaper under 
pa agraph 3 and parag-aph 4; and 

(b) in the case of a newspaoer rublish^d on six davs only in a week, 

exceed the mavimum number of pages assigned to such newspaper 
under paragraph 3; 
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Provided that where there is a weekly edition of any newspaper referred to 
in clause (b) and the price charged therefor is different from that charged on- 
other days, the total number of pages of all the issues of that newspaper pub¬ 
lished during a week shall not exceed the maximum number of pages assigned 
to such newspaper under paragraph 4 and five-sixths of the maximum number of 
pages assigned to It under paragraph 3. 

0. Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraph 5, a daily newspaper 
may, in addition to its permissible quota under the said paragraph, publish during 
a week, whether in any one or more issues thereof, such number of pages as 
does not exceed twice the daily average of its permissible quota under paragraph 


Provided that in no ease, such additional number of pages shall exceed six. 

7. Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraph 5, a daily newspaper 
may, on the 26th January, and the 15th August every year and once every quar¬ 
ter on any such special occasion as the publisher thereof thinks fit, publish a 
supplement or special edition of the newspaper containing additional number of 
pages not exceeding the quota assigned to it under paragraph 0 . 

8 . If the Central Government is pf opinion that it may be necessary for all or 

any class of newspapers to publish supplements or special editions thereof on. 
any special occasion not provided for in paragraph 7, the Central Government, 
may, by general or special order, permit the publication of such supplements or 
special editions containing such number of additional pages as may be specified 
in the order. | 

9. A daily newspaper shall not be deemed to have contravened the provisions 
of this Order, unless the number of pages of all the issues of that newspaper 
published during any period of twelve consecutive weeks exceeds the quota 
assigned to such newspaper during that period in accordance with the provision*, 
of paragraphs 5, 0, 7 and 8 .
